Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued that references failed 
to teach "a nnembrane ... in the fornn of a disc and is soldered on one side to the power current connection of the nnoving contact tip and 
on the other side via an axially running annular flange to the annular insulator". In response the Examiner would like to point out that 
figure 4 of Stegmuller '289 clearly shows a nnembrane [24] in the form of a disc and is soldered on one side to the power current 
connection [3] of the moving contact tip and on the other side via an axially running annular flange [12a] to the annular insulator [5]. 
Therefore, the final rejection of claims 1 - 4 over Hakamata et al. '848 in view of Cherry '360 and Stegmuller '289 is proper. This was 
already addressed in the "response to the Arguments" section of Final Rejection (paper number 18).. 
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
